FRANCE AND BRITAIN GIVE 
$37,000,000 T0 CZECHS 


Lend Equal Amount Also for Care 
of Refugees Under Agreement 
Signed in London, 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 27.—The British 
and French governments today 
signed an agreement presenting 


about £8,000,000 ($37,360,000) to 
Czecho-Slovakia as an outright gift 
and lending another £8,000,000 to 
use in caring for refugees. 

The agreement was signed at the 
Foreign Office by Viscount Halifax, 
British Foreign Secretary; Charles 
Corbin, French Ambassador to Lon- 
don, and Dr, Vilem Pospisil, Czecho- 
Slovak financial expert.

People Line Up for Food, 


Lines seven blocks long of men, 
women and children wound along 
the Paseo Gracia and other streets 
to receive food from the women’s 
organization, the Auxilio Social. 

The women of this organization, 
dressed in bright blue uniforms, 
handed out condensed milk, bread 
and other provisions from large 
trucks which had thundered into 
Barcelona in the wake of the 
troops. The populace filled pans, 
plates and sacks and scurried away 
to their homes, where larders long 
since had been scraped clean. 

Old women tottered with exhaus- 
tion as they awaited their turn for 
supplies. Most of the people in the 
lines were a ragged lot. Few even 
had coats, despite the icy wind. 
Most of them were bareheaded and 
some were without shoes. 

These lines were the only places 
where the civilians could get any- 
thing to eat. The insurgents haa 
been requisitioning supplies from 
every available source to meet Bar- 
celona’s needs, Travelers comin, 
into the city were required to bring 
their own food. 

Crowds Delay Troops. 


So thick were the crowds that 
troops attempting to march north- 
ward were held up for hours in 
some instances. 

Streets were littered with debris. 
The dirt-choked subways were 
cleaned to enable trains to resume 
normal movement. The refuse ham- 
pered the movement of tanks and 
other heavy mechanized equipment 
at some places. 

In the Plaza de Catalunya, tireu 
cavalrymen lounged on the grass, 
awaiting orders. Pack mules stood 
by patiently. Other soldiers slept in 
the subways and under park awn- 
ings.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked Congress to- 
day for an immediate appropria- 
tion of $50,000,000 to be spent large- 
ly for new airplanes in the admin- 
istration’s national defense pro- 
gram. 

He submitted the request in a 
letter to Speaker Bankhead. He 
asked that the money be made 
available for expenditure during 
the rest of the current fiscal year 
and through the year starting 
July 1. 

Roosevelt said the money would 
provide, in part, for the defense 
program he recommended to Con- 
gress Jan. 12. At that time he sug- 
gested a $300,000,000 army airplane 
procurement program and said ap- 
proximately $50,000,000 should be 
made available immediately. To- 
day’s request for the Air Corps 
was $46,442,829. The administra- 
tion said that would obtain 565 
new combat airplanes. 

In addition, Roosevelt requested 
$1,490,071 for radio equipment for 
the Signal Corps and $2,067,100 for 
armament for the 565 airplanes.

Charges in Suit. 


Acts of the defendants have 
brought the union into public dis- 
repute and put the plaintiffs in 
constant fear of their lives and 
property, the suit alleges. 

The defendants are charged with 
converting to their own use - assets 
of about $45,000 belonging to the 
Projectionists’ Educational Society, 
‘a benevolent corporation affiliated 
with the union. Members of the 
union also belong to the society and 
the plaintiffs claim a property 
right in the society's assets. The 
defendants control] large sums in 
/union dues, assessments and initia- 
tion and permit fees, without bond, 
the suit declares. Persons familiar 
with the union affairs have esti- 


assesements in excess of $59,000 an- 


It is alleged that the defendants 
intimidated the plaintiffs and other 
members by threats of bedily in- 
jury and threats of depriving them 
of their livelihood through tearing 
up their union cards. On numerous 
occasions, it is added, when the 
plaintiffs and others attempted to 
assert their rights they were re- 
moved from their theater jobs by 
the defendants, “who brought into 
this jurisdiction and made mem-

Approves of University’s Stand. 

Informed of the report that Dr. 
Fleisher’s dismissal was on his 
“order,” he replied: 

“I have never ordered the univer- 
sity to do anything. Never since 
the issuance of that letter, nor be- 
fore, have I consulted or advised, 
directly or indirectly, with Father 
Crimmins, the president, or with 
Dean Schwitalla as to what they 
should do about the case. 

“But I still consider that the 
bringing of a man here under false 
pretenses was unfair to the Catho- 
lic church here in St. Louis, and, 
as I think, unworthy of the pro- 
moters, since they were duly ad- 
vised thereof. 

“In the absence of any informa- 
tion concerning the attitude of 
Dr. Fleisher since then, and there- 
fore in the belief that he holds to 
his original position, I fully ap- 
prove of the statement and the po- 
sition of the university and of 
Father Crimmins, its president.” 
Dr. Fleisher joined the medical 
school faculty in 1915 as assistant 
professor of bacteriology and hy- 
giene, and at the time of his dis- 
missal was head of the department 
of bacteriology. He is associated 
with 24 other St. Louisans, includ- 
ing educators, ministers, club wom- 
en and business men, who are list- 
ed as sponsors of a local chapter 
of the North American Medical Bu- 
reau to Aid Spanish Democracy. 
One of the acts of the chapter was 
sponsorship of the meeting at 
which O’Flanagan spoke. 
Statement by University Head. 
Dr. Crimmins’ statement follows: 
“Regarding the published state- 
ment that ‘the real factor’ in Dr. 
Moyer Springer Fleisher’s differ- 
ences with St. Louis University is 
due to his affiliation with the 
North American Medical Bureau 
to Aid Spanish Democracy, I wish 
to state that St. Louis University 
has never opposed the commend- 
able work of alleviating the suffer- 
ing of any person in Spain or else- 
where and that the university has 
taken and will take no official 
stand on the Spanish question. 
“The university recognizes the 
right of an individual faculty mem- 
ber to his private opinions. How- 
ever, it cannot recognize the right 
of a faculty member of the uni- 
versity to publicly advocate opin- 
ions, or to perform acts implying 
such advocacy, which are contrary 
to the announced and well-known 
objectives and principles of the uni- 
versity. 

“Dr. Fleisher's difficulty is di- 
rectly traceably to his sponsorship 
of a lecture May 25, 1937, by one 
‘Rev.’ Michael O’Flanagan, billed 
as ‘a true representative of Irish 
Catholicism giving invaluable help 


to those whose names appeared in| 


on the basis of his previous knowl- 
edge, had been known prior to his 
coming to St. Louis as a public ex- 
ponent of attitudes inimical to the 
Catholic Church, its teachings and 
its doctrines. 

“Dr. Fleisher as a member of the 
committee sponsoring medical aid 
to the Spanish Government, dis- 
avowed responsibility for the state- 
ments of Michael O’Flanagan. As a 
member of the committee sponsor-, 
ing the lecture, however, Dr. Fieish- 
er could not disavow responsibility 
for Michael O’Flanagan’s attacks 
on the Catholic Church, its officials 
and its doctrines. 

“T have given Dr. Fieisher an 
opportunity of resigning and upon 
his refusal to do so, have request- 
ed his resignation because I am 
convinced that his acts have seri- 
ously injured St. Louis University’s 
public relations. [ cannot ignore 
the injury done to the confidence 
in St. Louis University which our 
Catholic clientele not only in this 
city but in wider circles as well has 
extended to our institution and 
which through Dr. Fieisher’s pub- 
lic acts; has been seriously men- 
aced. 

“Dr. Fleisher has been in this in- 
stitution for 23 years and hence, 
may be presumed to have had am- 
ple opportunity to interest himself 
in the school’s public relations. The 
implications of his acts were called 
to his attention both through the 
Catholic Club’s letter and through 
his conversation with the ‘Dean of 
the School of Medicine prior to the 
day on which the lecture took 
place. Dr. Fleisher’s subsequent 
illness during a period of _ six 
months prevented a more prompt 
action on my part in dealing with 
the matter. 


“It may seem that the incidents 
in question should be allowed to 
recede into oblivion but more recent 
occurrences have convinced me 
that as far as the clientele of the 
university is concerned, the occur- 
rences have not been dismissed 
from public memory and the uni- 
versity still is open to serious criti- 
cism for dealing inadequately with 
a situation which demanded prompt 
action.” 


Medical Bureau Head's Comment. 


Dr. George H. Bishop, local Med- 
ical Bureau chairman, said Dr. 
Fleisher had not been a member 
of a separate committee sponsoring 
the O’Flanagan lecture and that 
he could not recall any such com- 
mittee. He said Dr. Fleisher had 
been given no notice of the lecture 
except the usual circular to mem- 
bers soliciting purchase of tickets. 

“I am astonished and shocked,” 
Dr. Bishop said in a written state- 
ment, “to be informed that the 
personal sponsorship of the Medical 
Bureau by an individual, without 
any reference to the institution by 
which he is employed, could be con- 
sidered as grounds for his dis- 
missal. A glance at the list of 
sponsors indorsing the same hu- 
manitarian enterprise with Dr. 
Fleisher will furnish ample com- 
mentary on the propriety of his po- 
sition, 

“Dr. Fleisher has acted as a 
sponsor only, and has not been ac- 
tive in the business of the organiza- 
tion. He has been on the list of 
sponsors since the St. Louis branch 
was organized. Over a year ago, 
all the sponsors of the Medical 
Bureau received letters from the 


the Medical Bureau of a lecture on 
Spain by Father O’Flanagan, who, 
the letter said, did not represent the 
position of the Catholic Church. 
Request to Drop Name. 

“Most of our sponsors, including 
Dr. Fleisher, answered it,*to the 
general effect that the issue of the 
meeting was not the position of 
Catholics, but the position of Span- 
jards. Last March, Dr. Fieisher 
requested by letter that his name 
be dropped from the Medical Bu- 
reau'’s list, and instructions were 
given to that effect. On April 13, 
he informed me personally that it 
would not be necessary to remove 
his name. Without knowing his 
reasons for either move, the infer- 
ence was natural that any difficul- 
ties arising from Dr. Fleisher’s 
sponsorship of the Medical Bureau 
had been adjusted. 


“It would appear, from the facts 
reported in the Post-Dispatch, that 
the opposite may have been true, 
and that even at that time the sev- 
eranée of Dr. Fieisher’s relation 
to the Medical Bureau would have 
been without effect on the out- 
come. 

“Since Dr. Fleisher’s conduct and 
teaching in the classroom have not 
been reproached, it might be said 
that the issue of academic freedom 
is secondary. One might raise the 
question wether his dismissal is an 
incident in the Spanish struggle for 
defense of democrgcy or in the 
American struggle for defense of in- 
dividual liberty.”

ing a maximum of 1000 hours in 
any 26 consecutive weeks or an an- 
nual basis of 2000 hours in any 52) 
weeks.” 

Watkins made the suggestion aft- 
er stating that publishers had most 
frequently expressed concern over 
their ability to comply with the’ 
wage hour law in “cases such as 
those of reporters on 24-hour duty

Toledo a whaling. 

The general description of Don- 
evan is inserted for the benefit of 
any too violent admirer of Demp- 
sey who might think of trying to 
make Arthur swallow his words. 

“I still say I know more about 
what Joe Louis does to a man than 
anybody else because I've been 
right next to him while he was do- 
ing it,’ said Donovan. “Not only 
seeing it but hearing his blows 
land.

What a Change! 


A 


Ring followers of today hardly 
know the name of Peter Jackson, 
but old-timers will recall his fa- 
mous battle with Pompadour Jim 
Corbett at the Olympic Club, San 
Francisco, in 1891. It went 61 
rounds to a draw, despite the fact 
that Jackson was then 30 years 
old and Corbett 25. 

Jackson, too, was known to be 
a John Barleycorn addict and the 
fact that he stood up through the 
long fight and held his own— 
some say he deserved the verdict 
—is a tribute to both his endur- 
ance and courage. In science he 
equaled the glove mastery of 
even his famous “dancing master” 
opponent. 

Jackson died at 40 in Brisbane, 
Queensland, Australia, and the 
monument to his memory was 
erected there, although he was 
born in St. Croix, West . Indies, 
and did much of his fighting in 


the United States.

AT THE TIME of his death, 
Negro boxers had little chance of 
going places, even if good. The 
attitude of John IL. Sullivan in 
refusing to fight Jackson for the 
title and in “drawing the color 
line” set a precedent that last- 
ed down through more than a 
generation. 

Only in recent times has the 
unofficial embargo against pro- 
moting all-Negro championship 
fights been lifted. Probably 
Jackson never dreamed that 37 
years after his death two mem- 
bers of his own race would battle 
for the world championship, as 
Joe Louis and John Henry Lewis 
did last Wednesday. 

Nor would he have deemed pos- 
sible the prevailing championship 
situation which reached an in- 
credible peak, not so long since, 
when five world’s titles out of 
eight were held by Negroes. To- 
day three Negroes hold four titles 
—Joe Louis, John Henry Lewis 
and Henry Armstrong (two).

The Color Line Passes. 


AUSTRALIA has never had a 
“color line.” It has supported 
fighters of all races for years. To- 
day in Australia there are half a 
dozen Negro battlers campaign- 
ing including among others Mat- 
thews, Roscoe Manning, Ossie 
Stewart and Johnny Hutchinson. 

But for Australia the break in 
the line of white world cham- 
pions might have been delayed 
for years. That was because no 
American promoter wanted to 
match Jack Johnson against the 
white champion, Tommy Burns. 

But Australian promoters, sens- 
ing a huge gate, brought the two 
together in 1908 by offering 
Burns a $30,000 certified check to 
risk his title in a battle in the 
land “down under.” Burns ac- 
cepted. Johnson broke Tommy's 
ribs and stopped him in li4 
rounds. He became the first 
Negro champion under Marquis

U. S. Still Hostile. 


THUS THE “COLOR LINE” in 
the United States was broken, in 
spite of the country’s attitude. 
This, however, did not change. 
Mixed fights for the world's 
crown were frowned upon, but 
eventually, thinking the aged Jef- 
fries invincible, the promotion of 
the title fight with Johnson was 
sanctioned. A decrepit Jeffries,

Voice From Far East. 


GEORGE WILSMAN, who 
manages Matthews, writes that 
Australia is going over in a big 
way pugilistically. He cites the 
interesting case of Al Hostak, 
who won the middleweight title, 
not so long ago, from Freddie 
Steele, and then lost it to Solly 
Krieger. Wilsman says in his let- 
ter: 

“Welterweights and middle- 
weights are the two best classes 
in Australia today. The stadium 
people are ready to spend plenty 
of money for a title fight and 
they have not seen one since the 
day that Johnson beat Tommy 
Burns.

“Further Waiting Futile.” 


Chairman J. D. James of the 
commission, in bringing the hear- 
ings to a close, said “it is quite 
apparent that waiting for further 
voluntary negotiations between the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corporation 
and the Laclede Gas Light Co. will 
not achieve any beneficial result to 
the users of gas in St. Louis.” 


He said the commission would 
take the matter under submission 
on the record made in hearings held 
at intervals since March 25, 1935, 
and would make such findings “as 
the evidence appears to justify.” 

James’ comment that nothing 
would be gained by further delay 
referred to the failure of months 
of negotiations between the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. and Mississippi 
River Fuel Corporation over nat- 
ural gas prices. The pipe line now 
sells Laclede natura] gas for resale 
to a few industrial customers, and 
only for mixing with artificial gas, 
for sale to Laclede’s other custom- 
ers. The existing contract bars 
Lacled+ from purchasing natural 
gas from any other source than the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corporation. 

The Laclede company last month 
flatly rejected a price fixed by the 
pipe line company as its “best offer” 
to supply Laclede’s full gas require- 
ments, on the ground it was too 
high to justify a change to straight 
natural. Last Wednesday the pipe 
line refused to accept a counter 
proposal by Laclede, described by 
the latter as its “best offer.” Both 
sides declared yesterday that no 
further negotiations had been ar- 
ranged, 


Rate Reduction Planned. 


L, Wade Childress, president of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., testi- 
fied yesterday that his compnay 
contemplated filing of a new sched- 
ule of gas rates, lower than now 
paid by consumers for mixed gas, 
irrespective of whether Laclede is 
able to obtain natural gas for all of 
its\consumers. He said details of 
the schedule had not been worked 
out, and he declined to say whether 
the proposed new rate level would 
be lower than that contemplated 
by the commission in ordering a 6 
per cent reduction for domestic and 
commercial customers of Laclede in 
the 1934 rate case. That reduction 
never has gone into effect pending 
a final court decision in the case. 

Childress disclosed the rate reduc- 
tion plans in declaring he believed 
the problems of the Laclede com- 
pany, which has been undergoing 
some financial stress, could be 
worked out by continuing the sale 
of mixed gas if natural gas could 
not be obtained on satisfactory 
terms. 

Ben C. Comfort of St. Louis, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Mississippi River Fuel Corpora- 
tion, told the commission his com- 
pany could not accept the Laclede’s 
price proposal, but said “this re- 
fusal does not mean that we would 
not be glad to get some other pro- 
posal.” 

Says Price Offer Is Final. 

Later, under cross-examination by 
Guy A. Thompson of Laclede coun- 
sel, Comfort agreed that he was 
standing “finally and firmly” on his 
price offer to Laclede, which was 
rejected, except that he was open 
to discussion on possible modifica- 
tion of two provisions concerning 
the maximum demand for gas and 
price concessions at the outset for 
sales development purposes. 

James told company represent-

AM not sure that your criticism of the 

disarming of the Southeastern Missouri 
sharecroppers by Sheriff Stanley of New 
Madrid County was merited. It shows a 
deplorable lack of knowledge of the hab- 
its and temperament of these people. In 
all probability, Sheriff Stanley did a very 
wise thing, as the majority of these peo- 
ple show no respect whatever for the 
property or feelings of others who, 
through their own efforts, are more for- 
tunate than the sharecroppers. 

My husband and I lived on a farm in 
Wayne County, Mo., for one and a half 
years and were considered “well-to- 
do.” However, my husband was a shell- 
shocked veteran and because of the in- 
juries he received in the last war con- 
ceived the idea of engaging a tenant 
farmer to help him run the farm. I 
have seen many varieties of illiteracy, | 
indigence and destitution, but never any | 
people so shiftiess as these sharecrop- 
pers. In a very short time, my husband | 
had lost his farm due to using these 
sharecroppers. 

Of course, I realize there may be many 
good people among these unfortunate 
families, but mob hysteria is a dangerous 
thing among a group of people in the 
game predicament, For that reason, I be- 
lieve Sheriff Stanley acted wisely in dis- 
arming these people before violence was 
accomplished.

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THE CASE OF DR. FLEISHER. 

According to an official statement issued by the 
Rev. Harry B. Crimmins, president of St. Louis 
University, the dismissal of Dr. Moyer S. Fleisher, 
professor of_bacteriology, derives from his sponsor- 
ship of a lecture on May 25, 1937, by a man who 
claimed to be a priest of the Catholic church, but 
who, according to Father Crimmins, had been un- 
frocked, In the eyes of church authorities, this in- 
discretion worked an injury to St. Louis University 
which can be remedied only by Dr. Fleisher’s removal 
from the faculty. 

Is a principle of academic freedom involved here? 
The lecture in question favored the cause of the 
Spanish loyalists and criticised members of the Cath- 
olic hierarchy for championing Gen. Franco, Admit- 
tedly, a teacher in a Catholic university made a seri- 
ous error of judgment, against which he was warned, 
in sponsoring an unfrocked priest, but does his dis- 
missal also question his right to take sidés on a 
great public question? 

The answers to these questions will be forthcom- 
ing because a special committee of the American 
Association of University Professors will conduct a 
full investigation of the case, giving all interested 
persons an opportunity to be heard. Meanwhile, if St. 
Louis University is open to criticism it is on the 
ground that it refused to give Dr. Fleisher a hearing 
by a committee of fellow faculty members, and it re- 
fused, moreover, an offer of mediation from President 
H. M, Wriston of Brown University, head of the 
American Association of Colleges. 

This attitude—which is considered by the American 
Association of University Professors a denial of one 
of the principles of academic freedom—justifies the 
full inquiry which is to come.

One of the most appealing benefactions of the late 
Andrew Carnegie was the establishment in 1904 of 
the Carnegie Hero Fund, with an endowment of 
$5,000,000. Yesterday at Pittsburgh 17 persons or 
their surviving kin received from the Carnegie Hero 
Fund Commission medals or financial reward, or 
both, for heroic deeds. 

St. Louis has a man worthy of an award for hero- 
ism in the person of Lee Baker, Negro witness in the 
Isadore Londe bombing case, Baker, spirited by two 
gangsters from the farm where he was awaiting the 
trial, was shot twice and left for dead in an abandoned 
house. One of the shots was fired through his neck. 
Another cost him an eye. 

Baker crawled out of the old house just in time 
to escape his attackers, who had evidently come 
back to bury him. Summoning his reserves of 
physical strength, he walked several miles for help 
and was taken to the hospital. Some weeks later, 
when the Londe trial took place, Baker took his 
place on the witness stand and boldly identified 
the dangerous criminal Londe as the man he saw 
bombing a cleaning shop. His testimony played 
a vital part in Londe’s conviction. 

Throughout his ordeal, Baker displayéd superla- 


tive mental and moral courage. Never did he flinch 
from the duty at hand, though he had been cruelly | 
maimed and had reason to fear for his very life. |

and gratitude, raised a fund for Baker and the!

The Spanish in- 
surgents maintain embassies both 
to the Italian Government and the 
Vaticah. A crowd of 1000 students 
gathered before the Spanish Enr 
bassy to the Vatican, chanting the 
insurgent Franco's name. After the 
brief demonstration, they marched 
away with Italian flags shouting 
“Down With France” and “Long 
Live Free Spain.” 

At Zara, on the Dalmatian coast, 
‘students celebrating the insurgent 
‘capture of Barcelona paraded past 
an upturned steel helmet into which 
they dropped contributions to a 
fund being raised throughout Italy 
for the return of Italian war dead 
from cemeteries in France.

The big question is, of course, 
just what impelled Germany and 
Italy to back Franco with arms and 
men. A nation does not spill the 
blood of its own people on foreign 
soil unless it has a vital reason, 

Even as Franco’s flags of victory 
are being run up, France has taken 
actions which proclaim in almost so 
many words that it is suspicious of 
Italy—believes Mussolini may plan 
to use Spain to further his Medi- 
terranean interests and help him 
force the French to surrender ter- 
ritory to him. 

Hitler and Mussolini sent their 
legions or machines of war into 
Spain for the avowed purpose of 
combatting Bolshevism. They ar- 
gued that the Loyalist Government 
of Spain was headed for Commun- 
ism.

With the pact barely framed and 
hung on the wall, the inspired press 
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of Italy made sweeping claims on 


French territories. France cried, 
“Not one inch of territory”—but 
still nobody put a name to the Ital- 
ian maneuver. 

With Franco’s drums rolling out 
victory over Barcelona, however, we 
begin to get action, such as this: 

France has called up 80,000 men 
for army service six months ahead 
of schedule. This followed Rome's 
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move in calling up 60,000 reserves. 
The French also hastily revised 
their mobilization system. 


Why these sudden moves? Italy 
said there was nothing unusual in 
calling up the reserves. The French, 
however, acknowledged that they 
were preparing at full speed to de- 
fend their empire. The press and 
French observers expressed fear 
that the insurgent victory in Spain 
would precipitate a Mediterranean 
crisis. ’ 

French Foreign Minister Bonnet 
warned Italy to keep hands off 
France's colonial empire.

3. That the care of old age should 
have as its object the restoration 
of the diseased organ or tissue to 
the state normal for old age and 
not to a condition normal for ma- 
turity, 

To understand the second and 
third of these principles, it is nec- 
essary to have a full appreciation 
of the first, which concerns the 
changes-—~normal physiologic, inev- 
itable changes—that occur in old 
age. Perhaps the most fundamental 
understanding necessary about them 
is that they occur and that they 
‘must be faced. There is nothing 
|more disgusting than the Pollyanna 
attempts to talk about “old age de- 
ferred” and life beginning at forty. 


The essential change in the tis- 
sues of old age is a waste of tissue. 
In every case where the tissue is 
replaced by other tissue, the new 
tissue is of a lower order, requiring 
less blood supply. This compensa-

Crown Prince of Bulgaria, his fath- 
er and the ministers of the Crown 
tried to marry him off to one Eu- 
ropean princess after another. Bor- 
is showed no interest. Even after 
he became Czar in 1918, he dodged 
the matrimonial designs of his min- 
isters and foreign dowagers so well 
it was believed he would reign to 
the end of his days a bachelor. For 
several years there were rumors 
that a match was being. arranged 
for him with Princess Tleana of 
Rumania, daughter of ambitious 
Queen . Marie. But in 1927, the 
monarch himself settled this rumor 
once and for all by saying: 


“Princess Ileana is a charming 
girl but I wouldn't dare open my 
mouth if I were the son-in-law of 
Queen Marie, She is too master- 
ful.” 


Then Boris met Princess Giovan- 
na of Italy, third daughter of King 


Victor Emanuel III. Judged by 
the standards of western Europe, 
she was no beauty, but Boris was 
determined to marry her. How 
much of this was true love and how 
much good statesmanship, nobody 
but Boris himself really knows. As 
for Princess Giovanna, her mar- 
raige to the Czar of Bulgaria put 
an end to her budding romance 
with the daring Italian aviator, 
Gen. Francesco de Pinedo, with 
whom she had fallen in love. It is 
said that Mussolini himself put his 
foot down on this romance, de- 
termined as he was that any 
marriages made by the Italian prin- 
cesses should strengthen the po- 
litical bonds of the Fascist state. 
One of Giovanna’s sisters, Princess 
Yolande, had married an Italian

EN. DE PINEDO was one of 
(5 tals greatest heroes of the air. 

He had made numerous spectac- 
ular long-distance flights. But when 
Mussolini learned of the growing at- 
tachment of the Italian Princess for 
the airman, De Pinedo was sud- 
denly deprived of his post as Under- 
secretary of Air and “exiled” to 
South America as a military at- 
tache. Many well-informed persons 
close to the Italian royal family in- 
sist that it was entirely a one-sided 
romance, that Gen. de Pinedo had 
cherished the friendship of the 
Princess in an impersonal way and 


never really suspected that she was 
seriously in love with him. 


In 1930 Giovanna finally consent- 
ed to the persistent suit of the Czar 
of Bulgaria. He had paid several 
visits to Italy to try to prevail upon 
her to marry him and had kept up 
a continuous courtship through cod- 
ed telegrams sent through his le- 
gation in Rome. They were married 
at Assisi, Italy, on Oct. 25, 1930, 
and Princess Giovanna settled down 
dutifully to her job as Queen of 
Bulgaria. She bore the Czar two 
children—a boy and a girl. 

A real affection developed  be- 
tween Boris and Giovanna, and 
only once did the pangs of her lost 
romance come back to haunt her. 
That was a few years ago, when 
Gen. de Pinedo crashed and was 
burned todeathin his plane during 
the takéoff of what was to have 
been a trans-Atlantic flight from 
New York. At the funeral services, 
the biggest wreath was one which 
bore the simple words: “From Gio- 
vanna.” 

In his workaday life, Boris goes 
about his kingly business with the 
humility of a Bulgarian cobbler ply- 
ing the trade of his fathers. He 
calls his servants as well as his 


Dimitrieff, is “Dimy.” His old 
friend, Prof. Balabanoff, he calls 
“Balabany,” and the poet Elin Pelin 
is “Dimitcho” to the Czar. Boris 
always walks to the door of his 
study to greet visitors and he al- 
ways shakes hands. He can be seen 
walking along the main street in 
Sofia in business suit and slouch 
hat, like any ordinary citizen. But 
not by special appointment. His 
appearances are spontaneous, un- 
heralded. He is too clever to give 
his enemies advance notice for a 
rendezvous with death. 

The royal palace at Sofia is a 
square house and garden such as 
a small-town banker might own. 
Boris and Queen Giovanna live 
simply. She dresses most of the 
time in native Bulgarian peasant 
dresses. This may be partly royal 
melodrama calculated to win the 
sympathies of a nation of peasants 
who more than once were on the 
verge of becoming infected with 
the Communist ideology of nearby 
Russia. ‘ 

As a matter of fact, the King and 
Queen have only a modest income. 
For years, it amounted to $15,000 a 
year. Now it is about $45,000, but 
out of that sum they must support 
the national museum and library at 
Sofia. They cannot afford the regal 
splendor of other European courts 
and they make no bones about it. 

To the world at large, Boris is 
probably better known as a loco- 
motive engineer than as a King. 
Most of the pictures of him that 
have been distributed in the press 
show him not in uniform but in 
overalls at the throttle of a loco- 
motive. This is no royal pose. Some 
kings are crazy about horses. Boris 
is wild about choo-choo trains. 
It is more than a hobby. It is 
an obsession. He knows almost 
every Casey Jones in Bulgaria 
by his first name and can drive 
an engine as expertly as the best of 
them. 

Among the friends with whom he 
shares a mutual interest in rail- 
roading is Gus Phillips, a locomo- 
tive engineer on the Missouri-Pacif- 
ie Railroad, who spent $31 in Oma-

On 
such trips, many travelers have 
crossed the country without ever 
realizing that the hand of royalty 
was at the throttle. Once, when 
Boris’ train was slowly plowing 
through a snow-storm in the coun- 
try, he saw a group of Bulgarian 
peasants standing over a snow-cov- 
ered pile of bricks and shaking 
their heads ruefully. The Czar 
stopped the train, got out and asked 
what the trouble was. The peasants 
explained they were trying to deliv- 
er the bricks to a group of nearby 
villages but thac the roads were so 
bad they couldn't crive their carts 
through and they were afraid if 
they left the bricks scmeone would 
steal them, so they were keeping 
watch over them and trying to fig- 
ure out what to do, 

“Very well,” Boris said, 
carry them by train.”
